Protects Customer 


A customer buying a 
home appliance usually de- 
mands a manufacturer’s 
guarantee or warranty to 
protect the purchase, says 
Mrs, Genta Speakman, Ex- 
tension housing and equip- 
ment specialist. 

For consumers, the 
terms guarantee and war- 
ranty often mean the same 
thing -- assurance that the 
purchased item will give 
satisfactory service for a 
specified length of time, 

Explaining that many 
manufacturers prefer the 
term warranty, Mrs, 
Speakman describes it as 
simply a written statement 
of the manufacturer’s re- 
sponsibility for replacing 
defective parts or work- 
manship within a certain 
timve limit, 

A warranty doesn’t mean 
the appliance will not break 
down, It means that should 
it break down within a spe- 
cified time, the manufact- 
urer has provided for the 
needed warranted repairs, 

The specialist adds that 
generally, the time limit 
on appliance warranties is 
proportional to the size of 
the appliance, For major 
appliances, the warranties 
are effective for five years 
or more, For some smaller 
appliances with an expected 
life-span of about a year, 
warranties are for shorter 
periods, 

The only way a purchaser 
can know the time limit of 
his warranty is to read the 
warranty statement which 
comes with the appliance, 

Seldom, if ever, do war- 
ranties obligate the manu- 
facturer to replace a de- 
fective appliance with a new 
one, Neither do warranties 
place the entire responsi- 
bility for satisfactory per- 
formance of the appliance 
upon the manufacturer, In- 
cluded in purchaser obli- 
gations is that of carefully 
reading and following in- 
structions for use of the 
product,

stocker cattle, In the first 
place, the average Coffee 
County calf weighs less 
than 400 pounds when sold. 
People who want to feed 
cattle would like to have 
them weighing 700 pounds.

FEEDING CATTLE 

I hear quite a few com- 
ments about the new feed- 
ing program which is get- 
ting underway in Samson, 
Several thousand head of 
cattle will be fed there 
each year. One of our cat- 
tle producers John Asher 
of Route One, Elba, visited 
this and was impressed, 

We expect to see more 
Coffee County cattle pro- 
ducers feeding cattle to 
slaughter weights. I have 
arranged a meeting for 
Tuesday of this week with 
some state officials who 
are interested in promo- 
ing the feeding and market- 
ing of cattle in Coffee 
County, I predict a great 
increase in the feeding of 
cattle, hogs and broilers 
in the years ahead in Cof- 
fee County.

sidency, But who ever 
heard of an Oscar or an

and who can be popular 
drilling students in verb 
forms or pounding algebra 
rules into lazy heads? 

And we can’t escape the 
fact that each teacher’s 
audience is relatively 
small, Thirty or so stu- 
dents make up a class, 
while milllons may see a 
movie, watch a television 
play, or follow a football 
team down the field to vice 
tory, A mighty small 
Stage it is that the teacher 
performs on -- but it is 
mighty just the same, 

When a moon rocket 
blasts off from Cape Ken- 
nedy, sending millions of 
dollars worth of time and 
material into space, sear- 
ching for the secrets of 
the universe, theteacheris 
there too, Each man and 
woman taking part in this 
important work had to learn 
step by step, from one 
teacher after another, such 
basic things as ~- two plus 
two are four-for each ac- 
tion there is an opposing 
and equal reaction--the 
square of the hypotenuse of 
a right triangle equals the 
sum of the squares of the 


other two sides--a man’s 
reach must exceed his 
grasp, or what’s heaven 
for? 

We are Hving in a day of 
medical miracles. Al- 
most every week comes 


some news of a transplan- 
ted kidney or heart--ano- 
ther crippling disease con- 
quered -- another mystery 
solved, adding to the health 
and usefulness of men, And 
yet, when the patient lies 
on the operating table, his 
chest laid open for the in- 
stallation of a _ healthy 
heart--hundreds of teach- 
ers help hold the scapels 
the retractors, the sutures, 
No person at work in the 
surgical arena would be 
there if he had not had 
teachers to guide his foot- 
steps down the pathway to 
knowledge.

ESCAPEES NAMED 


Five prisoners, one a 
‘rusty, overpowered the 
jailer at the Coffee County 
jail here Saturday and es- 
caped out the back door and 
over the fence, 

Sheriff Ralph Sparks sta- 
ted the break came while 
the men were being fed 
their morning meal, 

After being reeased 
from their cells by a 
trusty, Samuel O, Warfield, 
the five escapees locked 
jailer Dyess, his wife and 
another trusty in a cell 
and made their escape a- 
bout 7:30 o’clock, 

The five escapees stop- 
ped only long enough to 
hurriedly search for wea- 
pons and to grab some food 
from the kitchen. Seven 
or eight other prisoners in 
the jail had the chance to 
make the dash for freedom 
also, but chose to remain 
in their cells, 

The five escapees were 
Samuel O, Warfield, age 
17 who was in jail on a 
burgulary charge; Richard 
A, Powell, 26, charged with 
burglary and grand lar- 
ceny; Bobby Lee Hutchin- 
son, age 29, presently ap- 
pealing a 15 month sen- 
tence for bad checks and 
also being held on war- 
rants from California; Cle- 
tius McKeen, age 28, a 
mental patient released 
from a northern hospital 
and arrested in Enterprise 
for molesting a seven year 
old child; and Walter 
L, Strickland, age 27, Ne- 
gro, assault to murder, 
Strickland had escape on 
his record, escaping from 
the Enterprise City jail 
several weeks ago, 

Almost all of the search 
was centered in the area 
south of Elba after various 
reports indicated some of 
the men had been seen 
headed in that direction, 

Roadblocks were set up 
all around Elba, however, 
in case the men were be- 
ing metby someone or stole 
an automobile and attemp- 
ted to leave the area. 

The Elba police, auxil- 
iary police, rescue squad,
